Struck by a Wabash Engine Sunday 


Forenoon—The Inquest. 


Daily. 


Patrick Ryan, the well-known small 


farmer and stockman, is dead, He was 
struck by the engine of Wabaah passen- 
ger train No. 44 from St. Louis, at the 
Union street crossing, Sunday forenoon, 
at 11:10 o'clock, was hurled some distance, 
and died in a few momenta without 
uttering a word or making a sign. His 
head was crushed, his chin and cose 
bruised, his left shoulder broken, and 
both legs broken below the knees. He 
was going east, and the train was going 
in the same direction. 
He doubtless 


heard the train approaching,and possibly 
he thought he was getting out of the 
way when he stepped in front of the 
engine; he did not get under the wheels. 
A crowd collected, the train stopped, 
Conductor Charles Seiwell in charge 
sought information about the man, the 
remains were^taken to the depot in the 
baggage car, and the crowd slowly dis- 
persed. 


Coroner Bendure took charge of the 


body, and during Sunday afternoon the 
inquest was held in a chilly room at 
Peter Perl's undertaking establishment. 
The jurymen were F. H. Converse, fore- 


man; 
James McKinley, B. N. Adams, J. 


F. Wadkins, Joseph Baxter and Louis 
Vincent. 


THE TESTIMONY. 


Mrs. Lucinda Gilbeit testified: I saw Ryan 


struck bv tlw engine at the Union street cross- 
ingo! the Wabash. He was thrown tome dis- 
tance. 


Alexander Wright testified: The train was 


going 35 to 40 miles aa hour; Kyan was not dead 
when I reached film; did not see him struck; he 
was not hard of hearing; I heard no whistle,but 
heard bell ringing. Deceased owns 20 acres ol 
land near Stevens' Creek, west of Decatur; he 
bad no basket or package. 


Michael O'Connor, mail carrier in the second 


ward, was called to state that there is no side- 
walk over the railroad at the east side ol the 
Union street crossing, none on the east side 
south of the road, and none on the north side 
as far north as the front of Jacob Hostetler's 
residence. 


John Lynn testified. Hare known Ryan seven 


years; he could not near good; was at his house 
a montb ago, talked with him, had to speak 
loud; don't know whether he could have heart 
whistle of engine or not. 


Edward Flynn testmbd: Didn't see Kyan untt 


alter accident had occurred; I was at home,one 
block west, when I heard the engine whistle lor 
the curve, Kyan was alive when I reached him 
helped turn him over, and he died while I was 
holding him. Don't know how last the train 
running. 


Peter Noonan, engineer of train 44, testified 


I was in charge ol the engine that struck Ryan 
train arrived at 11:10 a. in. I first saw the man 
walking along the track going east as we came 
around the curve; I gave the usual lour whistles 
one after turning the curve, but didn't whistle 
again; the man was walking between the tracks 
as the train approached. He was in no danger 
there The bell was ringing. He stepped on 
the track in front ol the engine when I was so 
close I cou'd not see him; didn't know he ha< 
got on the track until the fireman called out and 
threw up his hands; then I applied the brake 
and stopped the train. The man had no pack 
ages, and did not appear to be intoxicated. 
train was going at 12 to 15 miles per hour,
